The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is deemed unobvious over the cited art of record because such art does not 
teach or reasonably suggest the overall aspects of a privacy screen for display having a 
polarizing axis comprising a first uniaxially birefringent film for transmitting light 
received from the display wherein the light is linearly polarized along the display 
polarizing axis, the birefringent film having a thickness d1 and a retardation value R: 
R=(ne-no)d1/cosO .0 being the angle of light incident upon the screen from the display, 
and no and ne being the refractive indices, respectively, along the ordinary and 
extraordinary axes of the first birefringent film wherein d1 is greater than 25 
micrometers so that R is responsive to changes in O in combination with a first 
polarizing film having a polarizing axis position to receive the linear polarized light 
transmitted from the first birefringent film.
